Development, the prospect of 
operating casinos and a horse 
racing track and the grand open¬ 
ing of the new city recreation 
center are topics that are expect¬ 
ed to loom large during the year¬ 
ly State of the City address. 

Romulus Mayor Alan R. 
Lambert will give the required 
address to attendees of the 
Romulus Chamber of 
Commerce monthly business 
luncheon Jan. 16. He said his 
speech would inform residents 
and other interested parties 
about city progress on several 
fronts. 

“We have quite a few good 
things to report this year,” he 
said. “We have balanced our 
budget without layoffs. We’re 
moving ahead with several busi¬ 
ness and residential projects 
that will help not only the city, 
but entire region.” 

The city charter requires the 
mayor to give the State of the 
City address - which follows the 
format of the State of the Union 
address - once a year to keep 
residents informed about what’s 
happening in local government 
Lambert always takes the podi¬ 
um in January, and in the past 
has used the forum to announce 
new projects. 

In 2005, the plan to fund the

Fur flies in city dispute with kennel

A couple that breeds 
German shepherds from a 
home on Huron River Drive 
said they are the victim or 
harassment by city officials and 
the planning commission. 

Mark and Elizabeth Grasso - 
who moved to a home next door 
to their former place - said they 
are being asked to make 
improvements and apply for a 
business license to operate a 
business they have engaged in 
without incident for the past 12 


years. They said the demands 
the city is placing on them have 
cost them $30,000 in legal and 
permit fees, and that a resolu¬ 
tion is nowhere in sight 15 
months after the dispute began. 

“If you look around 
Romulus, they always talk 
about bringing jobs here,” said 
Mark Grasso. “But it’s easy to 
see why there are no jobs in 
Romulus if you look at the plan¬ 
ning commission. They’ve made 
this more difficult than it had to 
be.” 

The trouble began when an 
ordinance officer began visiting 


the couple to see if they were in 
compliance with city regula¬ 
tions, Elizabeth Grasso said. 

“They (ordinance officers) 
said they didn’t know we were 
here, and that’s not true,” she 
said. “They want us to make all 
sorts of improvements we don’t 
need to make. We have no prob¬ 
lem working with them, but it 
costs us every single time we 
have to re-do our site plan, and 
they’ve forced us to re-do it sev¬ 
eral times.” 

The improvements include

Taxes, development top 2007 city council goals

Lowering taxes and finding 
financial solutions for difficult 
budgetary issues will lead the 
Romulus City Council legislative 
agenda in 2007. 

Council President Randolph 
Gear said lowering taxes to help 
attract more businesses and resi¬ 
dents to the community and bal¬ 
ancing the 2007-08 general fund 
budget amid a $1 billion statewide 
deficit will be the clouds that hang 
over the city for most of this year 


“I think as a city so far we’ve 
done a good job of making sure 
our budget is balanced and our 
level of services are held intact,” 
he said. “We’ve done better than 
most municipalities in that regard. 
But we need to find ways to lower 
taxes on residents - what I’m hear¬ 
ing from residents, especially in 
some of the new subdivisions, is 
that they are having a hard time 
paying the taxes and their mort¬ 
gages, and that’s not good.” 

The city levies relatively few 
mills - less than 10 - for property 
taxes. But the Romulus 


Community Schools levies consid¬ 
erably more - which can hit resi¬ 
dents hard in the pocketbook. 
Voters, however, approved the cur¬ 
rent tax rate at the polls several 
years ago. 

Revenue from the proposed 
casino - which could reach $10 
million - could help stave off that 
any tax hike. An agreement 
between the schools and the city to 
give relief to the taxpayers would 
have to be signed by both govern¬ 
mental entities, however 

The casino - which voters 
approved to pursue in 2004 - has 


not yet come to fruition and is 
behind schedule, Gear said. He 
added that he believes all neces¬ 
sary agreements at the federal and 
state level will be worked out in 
2007. 

.. ‘All I can say is that Tm hopeful 
that will be the case,” he said. “We 
need the revenue, and the jobs. 
We’re having a hard time. In 
Washington DC there are forces 
that don’t want us to have a casino 
or a racetrack - but I think we’ll 
get there.”

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Arbitrator’s ruling settles police contract with city

An arbitrator has issued a rul¬ 
ing in the Romulus Command 
Officer’s Association (ROCA) labor 
dispute with the City of Romulus. 

According to the ruling, com¬ 
mand officers will receive a 3 per¬ 
cent pay differential between 
patrolman and sergeants, up to 17 
percent from 14 percent 

Because sergeants received a 
raise, lieutenants will also receive 
a 3 percent increase. 

The RCOA represents lieu¬ 
tenants and sergeants, who earn 
about $59,000 and $65,000 per year, 
respectively. The pay differential 
will be put into place after the city 
council meeting Jan. 8. 

Officers will pay more for 
health insurance - prescription co¬ 
pays will be doubled from $10 to 
$20, and Blue Cross/Blue Shield 
co-pays will triple from $100 to 
$300. 

Sgt Gregg Brandemihl, the out¬ 
going president of the command 
officer’s union, said the 4-year-con- 
tract was a best-case scenario for 
the city and the unioa 

“We were concerned about 
some of the things that we were 


being asked for, but overall, I think 
it’s a good contract,” he said. 

The RCOA - which has 12 mem¬ 
bers - has worked without a con¬ 
tract for about 2 years. The former 
labor agreement expired in 2004, 
and officers and the city were 
unable to come to an agreement 
about wage differentials, insurance 
co-pays and cost of living increases 
for the retirement system. 

The pay differential between 
the patrolman and sergeants was 
by far the biggest issue that needed 
to be resolved, Brandemihl said, 
and by that measuring stick, the 
contract is a good one for officers, 
he added. 

Other changes, however, are not 
viewed as positively by the unions, 
Brandemihl said. 

The city was awarded the abili¬ 
ty to change the way promotions 
are handled. Previously, promo¬ 
tions were solely based on a series 


of tests and assessments of a candi¬ 
date’s work performance - and the 
applicant with the top score on a 
written exam and oral interview, 
combined with their work achieve¬ 
ments, was promoted. 

Under the new contract, the 
police chief will be given discre¬ 
tion to choose one of the top three 
scorers. 

Brandemihl, who is retiring 
from his union post, said that 
although that’s not an uncommon 
provision, he is concerned. 

“That opens the door for a can¬ 
didate who may be good command 
officer to be passed over for a can¬ 
didate whose politics are more in 
line with the administration,” he 
said. “I was very concerned about 
that” 

Denied was a request by the 
union for a cost of living increase 
(COLA) for the city police pension 
system, which is under the aus¬ 


pices of the Michigan Employees’ 
Retirement System, or MERS. 

Mayor Alan Lambert said the 
city cannot afford the increase at 
this time. 

“I think the arbitrator under¬ 
stood that we just couldn’t do it 
right now,” he said. “I’m not totally 
against the idea of a COLA but we 
can’t do it right now.” 

A mediation session between 
the union and the city was also 
unsuccessful, and both sides 
agreed to meet with an arbitrator 
late last year The arbitrator’s rul¬ 
ing is binding for all parties, 
according to Michigan law, which 
specifies that police and fire 
unions must go to arbitration if 
they cannot reach contract agree¬ 
ment 

Once the new contract is put 
into place, pay raises will be 
retroactive 

The city will now begin contract 
negotiations with the 50-member 
patrol officers unioa The patrol 
contract expired on June 30, 2006. 
The officers have worked under 
the last agreement for 5 months. 

The patrol union represents 
patrol officers, detectives and dis¬ 
patchers. New patrol officers are 
hired in at about $50,000, and more 


experienced patrol officers reach a 
maximum salary of $56,000 after 5 
years. Dispatchers are hired in at 
$37,000 per year and the top wage 
for them 8 years later is $41,000, 
according to the present contract 
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College air conditioning program 


A boom in the demand for engineers 
prompted educators at the western cam¬ 
pus of the Wayne County Community 
College District (WCCCD) to restyle the 
heating ventilation and air conditioning 
program. 

The WCCCD program will now take 
students through several new endeavors 
such as refrigeration controls and recov¬ 
ery; air-conditioning for heating and ven¬ 
tilation and boiler operations. 

“This is big in the job market,” said 
Patrick McNally, president of the west¬ 
ern campus. “If you check the want ads 
you always see ads for this because of 
the demand through commercial and 
residential.” 

The heating ventilation and air condi¬ 
tioning program provides an opportunity 
for students to develop their skills and 


competencies for an entry-level position 
in related fields. 

Potential careers include: air condi¬ 
tioning and refrigeration conditioning, 
heating technician, installer, stationary 
engineer, sheet metal technician, self- 
employed and sales and marketing engi¬ 
neer 

“The high demand for the job field 
pays usually about $15-20 an hour to start 
and after you’ve been in the field an 
average of $22-30 an hour, even $30-60 
with well-experienced people,” said 
McNally. 

College officials said the program 
offers certification in specific areas, as 
well as a one-year college certificate or 
an associate degree.

various physical changes, like 
providing better parking. 
Elizabeth Grasso, who would 
not say how many dogs she has 
at the home, did say her busi¬ 
ness has undergone several 
inspections through the 
American Breeders 

Association, which has strict 
rules to make sure dogs are safe 
and cared for But she said the 
city never showed any interest 
in her business. 

“We were told that there 
were complaints about the 
dogs, but we filed a FYeedom of 
Information request to see who 
was complaining about us, and 
we never received any answer. 
If there truly are complaints, we 
have a right to know who they 
are.” 

City Planner Cynthia Lyons 
said the genesis of the problem 
is that after the Grassos moved, 
they constructed large kennels 
without a permit to do so on 
land that is zoned solely for res¬ 
idential use. 

“They have not operated in 
that location for 12 years, and 
when we found out about the 
kennels, we tried to work with 
them,” she said. “To run a busi¬ 
ness like that, they would have 
to go through the special land 


use process. There would be a 
public hearing so residents 
within a 300-feet radius would 
be able to speak about the busi¬ 
ness. The city council would 
then take all of that into consid¬ 
eration before granting the 
application” 

The Grassos have not sup¬ 
plied enough information about 
some basic aspects of the busi-

ness - like how many dogs 
would be on site, and how they 
would be cared for, and if there 
would be sufficient parking 
“We spoke with them and 
their lawyer, and they said they 
would be able to provide all of 
that information,” Lyons said. 
“But they have not, and we can’t 
pass it along to the city council 
until we have enough informa¬ 


tion. A business in that area 
would affect the quality of life 
for the neighbors, and we need 
the information before we can 
proceed.” 

Mayor Alan Lambert said he 
knows fees and costs associated 
with having a small business 
can be difficult to deal with, but 
he denies they are prohibitive. 

Both Lyons and the Grassos 
agree that a lot of time has been 
devoted to the issue. 

Lyons could not speak to 
whether complaints were 
received by the city about the 
kennels, and said her office has 
not received a Freedom of 
Information request. She did 
say its possible the city legal 
staff may have those requests. 

Elizabeth Grasso said the 
fight with the city has been diffi¬ 
cult to deal with, and that the 
family is considering a lawsuit 

“Both of my parents died 
during all of this, and they 
wouldn’t leave this be,” she 
said. 

Lyons said the city has not 
threatened to shut the kennel 
down, and hopes an agreement 
can be reached in the matter 

“We recognize that (the 
Grassos) have a small business 
and enjoy it, and we still feel we 
can bring this to a satisfactory 
conclusion,” she said.

The prospect of jobs - 
and the exit of thousands of 
autoworkers who accepted 
buyouts from the Big Three 
last year - is also something 
the council must consider in 
2007. 

“If people can’t pay their 
bills or their mortgage, and 
they have to sell their 
homes here, that could put 
us in a difficult situation,” 
he'said. 

Gear said a dwindling 
residential base could 
derail city 7 efforts to attract 
more businesses. 

“The more residents you 
have, the more attractive 
you are to business,” he 
said. ‘That all goes back to 
the tax question” 

Councilman William 
Crova said that taxes are a 
concern for the council but 
that attracting more busi¬ 
ness as the focus for2007. 

“We still need to find 
ways to bring more business 
here,” he said. “It’s an 
exceptionally difficult time 
for our state, and the city 
needs to get more business¬ 
es in here if we expect to 
keep the level of services 
where they’re at in the 
future.” 

In addition to the casino 
and racetrack, commercial 
development efforts are 
also being sought along 
Merriman Road, where 
some older buildings are 
being demolished. Also 
looming is the Metro World 
project - a primarily retail 
project near the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport 

All in all, the both Gear 
and Crova said the city 
financial staff deserves high 
marks for maintaining fiscal 
equilibrium and avoiding 
layoffs. 

Gear said preliminary 
information indicates that 
cuts will have to made for 
2007-08, but that those will 
likely be minimal. 

Mayor Alan Lambert’s 
administration as appealed 
to the Bureau of Indian 
Affairs to expedite the casi¬ 
no applications. 

Budget sessions at the 
city level will begin this 
spring, and the process 
must be complete by the 
end of the 2006-07 fiscal 
year on June 30.

Advice for the New Year 

As the New Year dawns, we’re sure that politicians everywhere have 
an idea of what they want to accomplish during the coming year 

At least we hope that’s the case, because planning ahead should be 
their top single goal. 

Here are a few things we’d like to see addressed, or taken into 
account: 

Belleville 

In Belleville, the search for a new city manager is inevitable. Steve 
Walters is retiring and someone with a great deal of financial acumen 
will be necessary to take his spot We have a request too, in that some¬ 
one more approachable be given consideration. Walters is a brilliant 
man, but he was a tough guy to translate. 

Inkster 

While Inkster has shown remarkable progress on many fronts this 
year, the fallout of the divisive revision of the city charter must end. 
Officials and community activists alike need to accept the vote of the 
people and move forward. There is no room or time for recriminations 
or grudges and those with the best interests of the city in mind will 
accept the outcome and continue to move the city forward. 

Romulus 

City officials are rejoicing that the deep injection waste wells on 
Citrin Road are closed. The same officials believe that the Detroit Police 
and Fire Pension FUnd - the main investor in the project -will not be 
able to find an operator for the well. We believe - despite' how angry it 
would make officials and residents - that the wells will be operating 
again by this time in 2007. The battle was essentially lost when the well 
operators were invited into the city, and whatever the consequences are 
now, officials and residents are going to have to accept the fact that these 
wells exist and find a way to live with them, safely. 

Wayne 

In Wayne, many of the challenges the city will face will be budgetary. 
The city administration and staff will have to look hard and deep to pre¬ 
serve services and programs without making too many cuts, but it’s also 
important to start planning for a rainy day. The unreserved fund balance 
has long been too low for comfort—and we’re sure they would agree 
with that The problem is, how to bolster that fund without further cuts? 
This will be among the more difficult choices that will be made during 
the upcoming budget sessions. 

We’d also like to see the city take a fresh look at the master plan. It’s a 
concept that comes up during an average campaign season. The docu¬ 
ment is a bit out of date and the rationalization for that has been that 
proposed land uses haven’t changed. Perhaps its time to look and see if 
they should change and get a new plan in place, too. 

Westland 

Westland officials will have their hands full this year as many transi¬ 
tion to new positions and they deal with carryover issues from last year 
Among those are what can and should be done at Central City Park and 
how to push along the Cooper School redevelopment project 

We’d also like to see a push for additional redevelopment opportuni¬ 
ties along Wayne Road—perhaps through the Downtown Development 
Authority—that can concentrate on the momentumbuilding there.

once housed the Nankin Hospital, as a hearing on 
the tax-reverted property is imminent Should that 
property fall into Wayne County’s possession, the city 
should open its purse strings and snap it up—as long 
as they pledge not to build another parking lot there. 

The reconstruction of Michigan Avenue, will help 
spur along changes suggested in the Andrews 
University plan, too. And help is needed there to get 
the practical parts of that going. Nobody would deny 
that there’s been progress in the city, but that 
progress has been slow. We need a major catalyst to 
start turning things around and speeding them up: 
perhaps this will be it 

I have a sincere hope for the 2007 election season, 
too. I’d like to see some new faces thrown into the 
mix—not because I have anything against those serv¬ 
ing now, I’d just like to see more interest. Who 
knows, with the difficulties seen during the last bud¬ 
get cycle, with a request for a new road millage out 
there, perhaps we’ll see an influx of additional peo¬ 
ple concerned about our town. 

No matter what happens, though, 2007 promises 
to be an interesting year here in the city. Let’s all 
work together to make it a good one.

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An indispensible gift to all 


The season may have just passed, but it’s not too 
late for one of the most important gifts we can give.

The support for a federal media shield law - led 
by Sen. Arlen Spector (R- PA) - has languished in 
Congress since 2004, and there are quite a few rea¬ 
sons for that 

Fbr those who may not know what federal media 
shield is, here’s an overview. Reporters in the print 
and television media in some cases have to use 
anonymous sources to procure vital information that 
the public needs to know. 

Shield laws prevent the government frojn forcing 
or jailing reporters who protect those people that 
risk providing information by not identifying them in 
court 

Most of the time, a reporter can break a story with 
that information, and often times, the information 
can be eonfinued through other sources for attribu¬ 
tion - which means the fact that an anonymous indi¬ 
vidual tipped the media will not appear in the news¬ 



paper. 

In other cases, government 
documents are cited - and the 
original source of those materials 
has to be protected. 

In situations in which the state has jurisdiction - 
like local lawsuits and the like - reporters don’t have 
to worry about the specter of jail because state shield 
laws are very sufficient. We’re lucky to live in 
Michigan, which has some of the best shield laws in 
the United States. 

But as it stands now, if a story in a newspaper or 
on TV leads to an investigation by the feds, a reporter 
can be subpoenaed under the guise of finding the 
lawbreakers. This not only puts the reporter on front 
street it also threatens the source - which is usually 
a person who tried to do the right thing by helping to 
expose wrongdoing. 

When I’ve told people about the lack of federal 
shield laws, they act surprised. I’ve often wondered, 
what is there to be suiprised about? 

The people that are often the subject of negative

Obviously, some work needs to 
be done with replacing the Single 
Business Tax.

n’t land on the backs of citizens, 
many of whom are laboring under 
stagnant or reduced revenue 
streams of their own. 

Perhaps more important than a 
business-friendly tax system, 
though, is a business—or con¬ 
sumer—friendly Health Care sys¬ 
tem. Anyone complaining about 
the current economy—whether it 
be the automakers themselves, 
municipalities or other firms— 
usually puts the increasing cost of 
health care at the top of the list to 
explain their woes. Rates are 
going up dramatically, fewer and 
fewer people are insured and 
those that are have to pay more 


for it It’s reaching a critical mass. 
Might a solution to this issue help 
everyone who is overburdened by 
the cost of this white elephant? We 
think so. It could prove as great an 
economic stimulus as a revised 
tax structure, particularly in the 
small business sector, which 
makes up the bulk of the local 
economies. 

The issues are plentiful, both at 
home and state wide. The begin¬ 
ning of a new year, though, is a 
time when we can all set our sites 
on these challenges and work 
cooperatively to solve them. It 
won’t be easy, but the good things 
never are. 


Clift 
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reporting - lawmakers - are the 
ones that are determining 
whether such a law is warranted. 

The arguments against federal 
media shield laws are that they 
give reporters a free pass to break 
the law. 

But we’re only reporting the 
actions of others, which should be 
encouraged. At stake are public 
funds, public policy, and equal 
treatment under the law - every¬ 
thing that comprises a democracy. 

At last count, there are about 
11 reporters facing jail for refus¬ 
ing to turn over their sources to 
the government Though some of 
these sources may not be pillars 
of the community, we, as journal¬ 
ists, have to agree to protect them 
if they shared off the record infor¬ 
mation. 


The benefit shield laws would 
give the public is knowing more 
about where money is being 
spent and how policies will affect 
people or populations. The bene¬ 
fit is not in making the govern¬ 
ment cow tow to the media, it’s 


about making it accountable to 
the people. 

Call your congressman to let 
them know you’re in favor of fed¬ 
eral media shield laws. 

Ask them to give you the gift of 
more information this year

Night at the Museum 

Performances, special effects are flawless in film I 


For anyone who ever traipsed through a museum 
and wondered, \vhat if,’ Night at the Museum is a must- 
see film. 

From the outside, the New York-area Museum of 
Natural History seems like any other such facility, 
filled with dinosaur bones, stuffed safari animals, and 
dioramas depicting historical activities like the build¬ 
ing of the pyramids. Inside, it appears to be headed the 
way of the dinosaurs as only a trickle of customers— 
many of them bored school children—stop by. 

It’s a less-than-thrilling setting, but for long-time 
screw-up Larry Daley (Stiller), it’s his last hope. After 
years of waiting for his various schemes like the Snap- 
On, which was undermined by the Clap-On system, to 
succeed, he’s in trouble. He has no real job, eviction is 
a constant threat, and his beloved son is ashamed of 
him. Something has to give, so when the possibility of 
becoming the nighttime security guard at the museum 
is offered, he leaps at the opportunity. 

As the three retiring security guards (Dick Van Dyke, 
Mickey Rooney, and Bill Cobbs) he’s replacing are leav¬ 
ing, they give Larry the keys, a flashlight, and a manual 
that will tell him exactly what to do and what order to 
do it in. He never gets a chance to read more than a 
few lines—‘lock up the lions or they will eat you’— 
because instead of the quiet rounds he expected, the 
museum erupts into chaos as magic surrounding an 
ancient Egyptian tablet brings the displays to life at 
sundown. 

A playful tyrannosaurus rex roams the hallways, 
miniatures from the Old West and Roman Empire dio¬ 
ramas are waging war in a territory dispute, and Attila 
the Hun and his gang of thugs are searching for their 



next victim. 

With the aid of Theodore Roosevelt (Robin 
Williams), Larry has to find a way to make order reign 
amid the anarchy or risk losing the newly reacquired 
respect of his son. Fbr a man accustomed to giving up 


when the going gets tough, that’s quite a problem. 
Throw in a few very light romantic subplots and the 
end result is a lot of fun. 

The special effects and mechanics of bringing the 
world of the inanimate to life aren’t particularly 
splashy. Instead, it’s almost seamless—it appears to be 
smooth, as if it were the natural order of things. Plus, 
the actions themselves couldn’t be any goofier or more 
appealing had they been lifted directly from the mind 
of an imaginative child. 

Ben Stiller does a great job of playing a character 
with a few more functioning brain cells than his usual 
roles. His timing is perfect, he actually acts rather than 
simply making faces, and he manages to not overdo the 
silliness. Talk about your breakthroughs! 

Robin Williams and Owen Wilson, in an uncredited 
role as cowboy ringleader Jed, do a great job in adding 
to the comedy—probably because either of them could 
have carried the movie. 

After so many years of watching Dick Van Dyke 
dance around the set of Mary Poppins as the amiable 
Bert, though, it may come as a shock to see the still 
jolly-looking Van Dyke in a darker role. 

This is a remarkably well-made film with depth and 
jokes to suit all age levels. Even young children will 
enjoy the pratfalls, physical comedy, and the mad 
romps through the museum. The plot is strong enough 
to sustain older children and adults, but it is the humor 
that sets it apart 

Anyone searching for a fun family film should make 
sure that they add Night at the Museum to the list 
Heck, I may even borrow a few children and go see it 
agaia The film is rated PG.
